THE royal borough’s jobs agency, 
GLLaB received 4,000 applications 
from locals who want to work at 
the new Tesco in Woolwich. 

Interviews are now being arranged 
for 650 people, and will take place all 
next week from Monday (October 15). 
A hundred interviews will be held for 
specialist roles, such as fishmongers, 
bakers and butchers. 

There are a total of 350 jobs available. 
Tesco has also asked GLLaB to interview 
for other jobs for the concession 


businesses that are going into the 
store. They include beauty consultants, 
pharmacy staff, and an admin post. 

The new store is due to open next 
month. It is part of a 1.4 million sq 
ft, multi-million pound development 
scheme in Love Lane with the first 259 
homes due for completion by the end of 
2013. Three million pounds of transport 
and community infrastructure will also 
be invested in the area over the project’s 
lifetime.

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Cash boost for 
historic 
church 




Restoration campaigners 
receive £75k MoD grant

A £75,000 grant has been given to 
the campaign to save an historic 
Woolwich church. 

St. George’s Garrison Chapel next to 
Woolwich Barracks has been at risk 
since losing its roof in a bombing raid 
during the Second World War. 

The drive to save the Grade II listed 
building - which is home to beautiful 
mosaics and decorative marbles and 
the Royal Artillery VC memorial, is 
being led by Heritage of London Trust 
Operations (HOLTOp). 

The £700,000 cost of the work is 
being met from several sources 
including the Heritage Lottery Fund 
and English Heritage. Now, another 
£75,000 has come from the Ministry of 
Defence’s Community Covenant grant 
scheme. 

Royal Greenwich was one of the first 
local authorities to sign up to the covenant 
scheme, which supports projects 
promoting greater ties between the 
military and the local civilian population. 
It led on the bid for the grant to the 
MoD, supported by the local military and 
voluntary and community groups, the 
health service and local businesses. 

Col Ed Brockman, station commander 
at Woolwich Barracks said: “St 
George’s Church was an integral part 


of the Army’s garrison in Woolwich 
until it was badly damaged by a bomb in 
1944, yet it is perhaps poignant to note 
that the Royal Artillery Victoria Cross 
Memorial survived. 

“The Royal Artillery has always 
valued its strong historical links with 
Woolwich and I believe that it is so 
very important that the church is 
made accessible to the general public 
to share the many treasures that lie 
within it.” 

Once restored, there are plans to 
use the chapel for the community, 
such as staging local history events 
and music concerts. A friends of St. 
George’s group has been set up to take 
over the management of the building 
once work is complete. 

The church was built in the 1860s to 
serve the Royal Artillery Barracks. It 
was used for regular Sunday church 
parades with military bands and 
hundreds of uniformed soldiers. It is 
still used for open-air services. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for cultural and 
creative industries said: “We are 
delighted that this new grant has 
been given to support the campaign to 
save St George’s. The Royal Artillery 
is an essential part of the history of 
Woolwich and we are pleased that, once 
finished, it will be used by other local 
groups and organisations.” 
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Run to the Beat powered by Nike + is Londons 
music half marathon which provides live and 
recorded music around the course to inspire 
participants as they run.

A group often 
from various local housing 
panel s were invited to learn 
about the systems in place for 
dealing with housing enquiries 
and complaints and the issues 
involved. They listened in on 
calls and learned how they 
are managed and attended a 
question and answer session 
with council staff. 
Eighty-year-old Eve McKinley 
from Charlton said: "I've been 
a tenant of the borough for 
more than 30 years and after 
retiring from being a civil 
servant in 1 997, 1 wanted 
to get more involved with 
issues in the community 


as I had spare time on my 
hands. I'm already part of my 
local tenants and residents 
association and housing 
panel team. The afternoon at 
the contact centre was very 
interesting. 

I got to see how busy it gets 
down there and I think the 
people that work there are 
brilliant. They have to deal 
with a lot of different issues, 
particularly to do with 
repairs and Cleansweep.To 
work there you need to have 
good listening skills and be 
extremely patient. Callers 
might be elderly or have 
English as a second language, 
so they need to be able find 
out the nature of the call and 
dig deeper into their queries."

I learned many things 
like how important the repair and 
maintenance of housing is, aspects of 
social housing development, how to deal 
with complaints and concerns and what 
procedures need to be put in place with 
evicted properties.” 

H e added: “I’ve always been 
interested in housing 
and would like to 
go on and do an 
advanced course.” 
Joan from 


went on the course as an extension of 
what she already does as a housing panel 
volunteer. She is also a member of her 
local neighbourhood watch. 

“I’ve been a volunteer at the housing 
panel for two years. My role involves going 
to inspect properties for new tenants and 
learning about housing practices,” she 
said. 

“The course has had its challenges 
- I’ve only had experience in retail 
before as a clothing manager, so this 
was completely different for me. The 
assignments and homework were very 
involved and I learned how to be more 
computer-literate. 

“I learned about the different 
policies with rent and subletting 
and discrimination issues.” 

Cllr Steve Offord, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member 
for housing said: “The work 
of our housing panel reps is 
invaluable in helping us to 
provide a housing service. 
Balbir and Joan are well know 
for the efforts they make in 
trying to improve housing in 
their respective communities.

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Y1 pupils top 
in primary 
reading tests 

CHILDREN who start school in the 
Greenwich borough are doing better than 
average in tests designed to check progress 
in their reading. 

Year Ones are screened to check they are 
meeting the required standard in what is 
called 'phonic decoding' - the system of 
learning that helps them get to grips with 
sounds and words. 

The tests identify children who need extra 
help so they can be given support by their 
school to improve their reading. They are 
then able to retake the tests so the schools 
can track how they are doing. 

In Greenwich, 65 per cent of Year One pupils 
are working to the standard required in 
phonics. This compares with a national 
average of 58 per cent. It puts the borough 
in equal seventh place in the country. 

In another series of tests, called Key Stage 
One, there have also been improvements, 
particularly in writing and maths. It puts 
Greenwich at or above the national average 
in a set of measures. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal borough's 
cabinet memver for children's services, said: 
"These results confirm that children here 
are getting a good grounding in the basics, 
and that more able children are being 
stretched and encouraged to excel. 

And it comes on top of the recent KS2 
results for 1 1 -year-olds, which showed 
that Greenwich performs better than 
most authorities in the country at helping 
children make progress during their years 
at primary school." 

Black history 

ALL ages can celebrate Black History 
Month at a series of events over the next 
few weeks. Young people aged 8 to 1 3 can 
learn about the great kings and queens of 
Africa as part of a Saturday cultural event at 
Woolwich Centre library. 'Out of Africa' also 
looks at famous African legends and African 
dance during hour-long session about 
black culture. Youngsters then put together 
a performance for friends and family. The 
free event runs from 2 to 3.30pm until 
October 20. This Friday, join five female 
artists to celebrate Black History Month 
and the 50th anniversary of Ugandan 
independence. Women of Kampala features 
deeply traditional Ugandan music. The 
performance is at Charlton House at 7pm 
on October 1 2.

Final shots 
at Barracks 
2012 venue 

WORK is due to begin next week 
to restore the land at the Royal 
Artillery Barracks and Woolwich 
Common back to how it was before 
the Olympics and Paralympics. 

Temporary ranges and buildings were 
constructed on the site and used for events 
in the London 2012 shooting, Paralympic 
shooting and Paralympic archery. 

Contractors for the Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA) will begin taking 


them down from Monday (October 15), 
and restoring the site to its original 
landscaping. The work will take 
place between 8am and 6pm Mondays 
to Fridays, and from 8am to 1pm on 
Saturdays. It is likely to continue until 
the end of March next year. 

The venue had three indoor ranges and 
three open air ranges. The indoor ranges 
used about 1,200 tonnes of steel clad in 
plywood. The enclosures were rented and 
clad in about 18,000 square metres of 
PVC membrane, with vibrantly coloured 
openings. 

The foundations for the venue were 
created by driving reclaimed gas 
pipelines into the ground. A steel frame 
connected the piles together minimising 
the use of concrete, which could have 
caused subsidence and damage to the 
earth when the venue was dismantled.

That’s the offer to young people from 
the new organisers of youth services in the 
borough.

They’ve laid on dozens of after school and 
evening activities as part of a partnership 
deal with the Royal Borough of Greenwich. 

Activities include coaching and training 
in sport and healthy living, music and 
performing arts, digital media, arts and 
culture, volunteering, and discovering 
their local heritage. 

They’re organised by the Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust (CACT), which 
has been running youth services on behalf 
of the royal borough since April. This 
pioneering partnership means CACT is 
working with a range of organisations to 
bring expertise and local knowledge into 
the youth service. 

It means a total of 88 different sessions 
are held every week, and around 5,000 
young people take part in them. 

The programme is intended to be as 
inclusive as possible for young people 
with disabilities. As well as activities for 
disabled young people, young people can 
talk to the Trust or youth workers about 
what help they need to enable them to 
participate fully. 

A highlight is a photographic competition 
open to 10 to 19 year olds, or up to 25 for 
those with learning difficulties. Entrants 
have been asked to take at least six photos 
showcasing what it means to be a young 
person in Greenwich. The competition will 
be judged by Capital FM breakfast show 
host Dave Berry, who is a Youth Service 






ambassador, and Cllr Jackie Smith, 
the royal borough’s cabinet member 
for children and young people. And the 
winners of each age group will receive an 
SLR digital camera and the opportunity 
to go on a day’s shoot with a professional 
photographer. Details at www.young-

Other popular activities include a 
radio DJ workshop at The Hub

Make room for squash! 

New junior club joins the 
campaign to make it an 
Olympic sport by 2020

TO squash players it makes no sense 
that their sport is not part of the 
Olympics. 

There’s a proper campaign to get the four- 
wall game involved in 2020, and World Squash 
Day on October 20 will add more power to 
their elbow with 6,000 players signed up to 
show how much they care. 

Getting more children and young people 
involved is an obvious part of the strategy, 
so the new Blackheath Junior Squash Club 
is an important move in the right direction.

The new club, based in Blackheath 
Sports Club at the Rectory Field in Charlton 
Road, got off to a flying start with 12 keen 
young players attending the first session.
